L!ut 
there is oi.e measure which we have as 
failed to call into nperati jii — one, ncverthe 
le«S| that in our opinion, above all olhersi 
merits consideration, as likely to be most 
effective in supplying elements indispensable 
to iho immediate developement of our 
undiscovered and untold treasures. VVe 
refer to the appointment of one or mote 
respectable and efficient agents, whose entire 
energies shall be devoted, lor a stated time, 
to the diffusing of suitable information as to 
our "Etliilnnd of the Pacific" and the 
neighboring colony, throughout Canada, the 
Lower North American Provinces, and the 
British Isles.

Why should not a public 
meet) ri" be called by all classes of our citizens 
without delay, to take the sense of the com- 
munity and arrange forn deputation to consult 
with the ExeeJtive on the question ? £1000 
would amply meet the salary and incidental 
expenses of a lecturer for, at least, a year 
and a half. That amount contributed by 
landholders, farmers, merchants and miners 
from the revenue of both Colonics, would 
soon be returned a hundred-fold by the in- 
crease of capital and population and tho 
consequent improved trade, enhanced valuo 
of land, and augmentation of the revenue.
